However, the 
state has experienced some of the 
most deadly and devastating 
tornadoes in the nation and still 
ranks 5th among all states in average 
number of tornado deaths. Also, 
lightning and flash floods continued 
as significant severe weather killers 
during 1987. 

Severe Weather Awareness

on and to increase their knowledge of 
how to protect themselves from 
severe weather events such as 
tornadoes, thunderstorms, flash 
floods and lightning.

and know how to react quickly. 
Individual citizens are encouraged to 
take a moment to review their own 
personal plan of action while at 
home, work, or play.

Unemployment rate dips im county 


The Alabama Department of 
Industrial Relations has released its 
monthly unemployment report for all 
counties in the state, and the latest 
figures revealed that Coffee 
County’s unemployment rate for the 
month of December had dropped to 
5,7 percent, a drop of .2 percent from 
the previous month and a drastic 
drop of nearly four points from a year 
ago. 

The estimates, which, were 
prepared by the state department, 


and with assistance from the Bureau 
of Labor Statistics, showed that in 
Coffee County in December, 1987, 
only 990 of a work force of 17,380 
persons were without work, A year 
ago the county had an unemploy- 
ment rate of 9.5 percent and the 
latest figures showed the continual 
improving work picture in the local 
area,

Enterprise councilman Dr. John 
lester remarked that since the 
program would be countywide the 
county should pay all remaining 
expenses, and told those present 
that if the county funded the 
program it would make a long term 
commitment toward the agency and 
such a commitment would insure the 
agency’s success. 

The City of Enterprise currently 
has an emergency management 
director that reportedly carries the 
title of county director, but at the 
meeting more than one official 
reported that as long as the agency 
stays the way it is now the rest of the 
county will receive little aid unless a 
disaster occurs. 

“Emergency management is 
something you don’t need unless you 
have a tornado, flood or some type 
disaster,’’ said state director 
Cooper, ‘‘but you can’t wait until 
something happens and then run out 
and hire one!”’

Guy Hunt promote his plan 
to divert money from the educational trust fund. There were about 25 of us 
sitting there and as he Wegan I realized it sounded like my comments from 
this column last week.

Now this doesn’t include a general 
election like the November one, but does include the May voting when’we 
traditionally select our local officials. Before we complain however 
remember this is just party politics - not ‘‘real elections.” Crossing over to 
vote in another party’s primary is just as upsetting to party regulars as if 
someone down the street at another church came into our church, voted on 
which direction the church should take and then went back to their church, 
We sure wouldn’t like that at all, and the party loyalists feel the same way 
about the primaries. This means this country boy will probably bite the bullet 
and vote Democratic in March . . . cause I want a voice in selecting the local 
Officials and they will probably all be Democrats.

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Our Pine Splinters Didn’t Come Tied With Bows

Unique gift catalogues and 
country craft stores now sell pine 
pig for those too lazy to split 

ir own. To make the thin slivers of 
wood more ¢: erchants often 
tie them up wit cy ribbons and 
bows. Some eveh pack them in little 
carved, personalized boxes. 

_ Now we used a powerful lot of the 
rich pine for making fires when I was 
a kid but our splinters didn’t come 
tied with fancy bows; instead our 
kindling was toted up from the hills 
and hoilows and split at the woodpile 
out back. : 

Pine knots, from which to make 
splinters, were im t finds back 
then. Every member of our family 
was trained to spot them; and to tell 
them’ from imposters | who 
camouflaged as “‘lightard’” but 
weren’t really rich in the pitch that 
made them ignite quickly. We were 
taught to keep our eyes peeled for 
the resin-rich’ wiod pieces; we 
looked for them always, everywhere 
- the way pirates searched for 
treasure ships on an endless ocean. 

Through the year we’d find the 
ats chunks whenever we picked 

lackberries, cut tooth brushes, or 
sought out a new track for Bill’s 
truck wagon. We’d luck upon one 
here and there as we gathered sweet: 
gum to chew, looked for ‘‘chinky 
pens’’ and chestnuts, or when we 
chased over woods searching for a 
good cedar tree at Christmas. 

Even in the sweltering summer- 
time no one forgot to be vigilant. As 
Mama, Daddy and six of us little 
*uns left the lane and cut across the 
woods (returning from Granny’s of a 
hot Sunday ev’ning) I’d stumble over 
something and pick it up, yelling, 
‘Hey, look, here’s a piece o’pine!’’ 
A little later I'd hear Daddy call, 
‘Nellie Sue, ain’t that a hunk o’ 
lightard beside yer foot, near that 
puff ball?’’ And, sure enough, 
after Sue’d chunked it against a tree, 
freeing it of ants and flaking rot, a 
stone-like core was revealed - about 
a foot long and rounded smoothly at 
both ends. By the time we’d arrived 
at the woodpile each of us’d be laden 
down with pine knots. As we’d drop 
the heavy treasures, Daddy’d smile 
and say, ‘‘Ye know, just fet 
these pine knots make from long leaf 
pines ’cause he knew us pore folks in 
the South was gonna need ’em - need 
"em fer cookin’ fires, and warming 
fires, and fer giving light to do 
lessons by when the kerosene gives 
out. Yea, and also fer lightin’ the 
way on pitch-black nights when the 
cow has found a new calf and don’t 
come up to the barn.’’ 

Then Bill’d add,’ ‘‘And don’t 
forget - fer walking down to Mr. 
Goodman’s to hear Lum and Abner 
on the radio,’’ 

With all of these uses, no mission 
around our house was ever really so 
serious as to preclude the looking for 
kindlin’. Why, even on a Spring 
Sunday afternoon as my oldest 
sister, Frances, and her beau’d walk 
down in the pasture - picking violets 
and carving their initials on the trees 
- why, more often than not they'd 
return from their romantic venture 
with Edward bringing a piece of 
moss-covered pine that Frances’d 
picked up down among the toad-

stools (and he’d gladly offered to 
carry for her). 

But in the dead of winter without 
even looking, Bill once made the 
discovery of a lifetime. Old Drum 
had chased a rabbit into a dense 
thicket with Bill hot in pursuit when 
the breathless boy fell across a huge 
fallen tree that was half-hidden 
under old limbs and debris, Almost 
breaking his leg on the rock-hard 
object, my brother realized 
immediately that it was no ordinary 
rotting log he'd hit. He found it was, 
instead, a giant pine that had, 
Seemingly, completely ‘petrified’ 
into rich kindling. 

Bill became so excited he forgot 
all about Drum and the rabbit. 
Marking the spot with his ‘rag 
hankercher’, he ran all the way home 
for Daddy. It took the two of them, 
some old logging tongs, and both our 
mules to ‘snake’ that massive gold 
piece up the hill, past the sagging 
toilet, through the barn gate; and 
into the back yard. 

They found it hard to believe the 
tree’s density; it was so solidified 
that Daddy couldn’t dent it with an 
ax - it just kept bouncing off the 
glazed surface. It took a good ax 
sharpening plus the strength of Bill’s 
young, strong muscles to get the 
splinters *a comin’. As Daddy re- 
trieved flying chips and inhaled their 
rich fragrance he called, ‘‘Boy, 
that’s sorich it’ll open up yer head’’! 

That tree furnished us splinters 
for an entire year - and it gave Daddy 
something to talk about the rest of 
his days. He’d always say, ‘I’ve 
never seen kindlin’ like it - before or 
since! Just couldn’t be beat for 
springin’ new life into a grown-gray 
pile of ashes ona freezing morn. Just 
throw a handful of those fine chips 
onto one tiny hint of a live coal and 
within minutes I’d stop my shivering 
on that cold rock hearth in my ragged 
long handles. Those rich splinters’d 
have a blaze 'fore you could say 
‘Jack Robertson’ - beat coal oil or 
catalogue pages by a country mile. 

‘‘And talk about gettin’ my coffee 
made in a hurry. Why, ‘a night I’d 
rake those stove ashes from the 


firebox, cross some of that splintered 
kindlin’ - with the broken ends 
pointing together like the top of a 
little teepee - stack some good dry 
stovewood atop it, and leave it all 
set, First thing a’morning - one little 
match spark and that rasun’d flame 
up like a ’splosion - in no time atall 
I'd have that coffee in my saucer and 
be sippin’ ’er by the warm hearth’, 
my Daddy’d always brag about Bill’s 
big kindlin’-tree discovery. 

Another year, when pine was less 
plenteous, Frances and I learned a 
hard lesson. Mama being a’bed with 
anew baby, it fell our lot for the first 
time ever to do the family wash 
alone. In an effort to rush the wash 
so we'd have time to frolic (plus save 
ourselves the trouble of dragging 
tree limbs from the woods’ edge) - in 
our laziness we decided to use 
collected pine knots, exclusively, for 
wash wood, We not only had trouble 
with smoked clothes from the heavy 
black pitch smoke - but when Daddy 
discovered his depleted pine knot 
pile we had double trouble. 

By the time (days later) we had 
scoured the woods for replacement 
kindling, Frances and I had well 
learned from Daddy that ‘‘rich pine 
is something to be used sparingly, 
much the same way rationed sugar 
was stretched during WW II.”’ 

Recently I saw a bundle of 
“Georgia Fatwood’’ listed in one of 
those highbrow magazines for $30, 
or three times that amount if you 
chose to order it in a fancy box to 
*‘match your decor.’’ (Our splinters 
always matched our decor pretty 
good when they just lay beside the 
discarded Sears Catalogue on our 
rough plank floor.) 

When I saw those outlandish 
prices for kindlin’ last week, I 
thought of Mama, living in the 
“‘piney woods”’ as a little girl. Seems 
the woods abounded with huge pinc 
stumps, leftovers from folks who'd 
tapped the virgin pines for resin to 
make turpentine years before that, 
and from loggers who next came 


along and cut the treees wastefully 
high above the ground. 
Mama tells how my Grandpa

Does The Bible Say That 
Gambling Is A Sin? 


Gambling can be defined as: ‘‘to play games of chance for money or 
) other stakes, to take a risk in order to gain some advantage.’’ While as 
many as sixty per cent of all Americans gamble, and few people can see 
anything wrong with it if not done to ‘‘excess,’’ gambling is 
nevertheless wrong. ‘The Bible is not a rule book of ‘‘do’s’’ and 
“‘don’ts,’’ but a guide for life. There is no biblical command, ‘‘Thou 
shalt not gamble,’’ but gambling still violates many biblical principles, 
and is sinful. 

God has always expected man to work, but gambling promotes a 
“something for nothing’ philosophy. The gambler hopes that by 
risking a small wager, he can take what others have for his own benefit. 
Paul advised, ‘‘Let, him that stole steal no more: but rather let him 
labor, working with his hands the thing which is good, that he may 
have to give to him that needeth’’ (Eph. 4:28). Gambling involves not 
labor, but stealing from others. It has been called ‘‘robbery by 
consent.’’ How can a man ‘“‘love his neighbor as himself’ (Matt. 
22:39), as Jesus commanded, when he is trying to take from his 
neighbor through his cunning? 

The Christian is to be a good steward of all that God has given him 
(I Peter 4:10). Since all that we have comes from God, we must use our 
resources wisely and the foolish risking of our resources in gambling is 
contrary to God’s will. Even if the gambler feels like he can ‘afford 
it,”’,he is still robbing other good works by his gambling. And in 

‘ general, the people who gamble the most are the people who can least 
afford to gamble. Gambling has destroyed families, and made children 
igo hungry. j 

Gambling provides such a strong compulsion to some that they find 
it almost impossible to stop. A person can become psychologically 
addicted to gambling, so that he loses all sense of reason supporting 
his gambling habit. Gambling enslaves, so that the gambler cannot be 
the servant of God, but must be the servant (slave) of sin (Rom. 6:16). 
|The gambler, hoping for that big win, often keeps on until he has 
\literally lost everything. Dishonesty, deceit, drug abuse, organized 
crime, and a host of other terrible things are the fellow travelers of 
gambling. Even when gambling is state run, the criminal element will 
find a way to get involved, because of the huge amounts of money 
generated, 

But what if a person just ‘‘gambles for fun,’’ or gambles for a 
“‘good cause,’’ such as a charity raffle, church bingo, or a lottery for 
education? The fact that something is legal, or for a good cause, does 
not change the fact that it is sinful. The person interested in serving 
God, and being a good Christian example will avoid gambling in every

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Hi everybody! We've been away 
for a while, but back again this third 
week in February - the 18th to be 
exact, visiting another of the dear 
Ones at thet Elba Nursing Home, a 
gentleman by the na ne of Mr. Willie 
B. Smith. 

Before we meet Mr. Willie, as 
seen through the eyes of love and 
devotion of his wife, Dixie, let’s have 
our short history lesson on the month 
of February. 

February is the second month of 
the year and the shortest. According 
tolegehd, Romulus did not include it 
when he made the first Roman 


calendar, which had only ten 
months. Numa Pompilius, who 
followed Romulus, added two 


months, making February the last 
month of the year. Its. name, 
‘‘Februarius,’’ came from a Latin 
word meaning ‘‘to purify.”’ 

The Romans purified themselves 
in February to prepare for festivals 
at the start of the new year. But 
Julius Caesar moved the beginning 
of the year from March to January, 
making February the second month. 


February usually has 28 days, but 
it has one extra day in every leap 
year. It had 30 days until the time of 
Julius Caesar. Caesar took one day 
off to add to the month named after 
him - July. The emperor Augustus 
took another day off to add to 
August, the month named after him. 

People in Christian countries 
celebrate Valentine’s Day on Feb. 
14. Old and young alike exchange 
Valentine cards with their friends. 
The custom of exchanging greetings 
on Valentine’s Day goes back 
hundreds of years. Scholars have 
found records of Valentine notes that 
date from as early as the Middle 
Ages. 

Two of America’s greatest men - 
George Washington and Abraham 
Lincoln - were born during this 
month. Many states honor these men 
with official holidays in February. 

People often refer to the second 
day of February as Ground Hog 
DAy. According tomany old stories, 
the ground hog, or woodchuck, 
comes out of his burrow on Feb. 2 to 
look for his shadow. If the sun is 
shining and the ground hog can see 
his shadow, he goes back to sleep for 
a while, and winter is not over. If he 
cannot see his shadow, he begins his 
springtime activities. 

Many people consider the prim- 
rose the special flower for February, 
The amethyst is the birthstone. 


Mr. Willie, in appearance, is a 
plump, robust-looking man, with 
apples in his cheeks, short white hair 
and pretty green eyes.

Mr, Smith was 
a farmer. 

The nine brothers and sisters of 
Mr. Willie, two of whom are 
deceased, are Frank Jr., who resides 
in Elba with his wife, the former 
Miss Dorothy Walden; Frances 
Eddins, who makes her home in Elba 
with her husband Ellis; Lula Mae 
Hudson, who lives in Elba with her 
husband, Huston; Hazel Tanner, a 
resident of Plant City, Fla., whose 
husband Bennie is deceased; Annie 
Pearl Money, a resident of Plant 
City, Fla., whose husband Slim is 
deceased; Cecil Eugene, who resides 
in Plant City with his wife Fannie; 
Agnes Spears, who lives in Lake- 
land, Fla., with her husband Fred; 
Ollie Kyser, deceased, who, until her 
death, resided in Enterprise with her 
late husband, Walt; and Cara Lee, 
who died in childhood. 

On March 27, 1945, Mr. Willie 
married the former Miss Dixie 
Harrison of Elba, the daughter of 
Mr. and Mrs, Esker Harrison. Mrs.

““Daddy was a farmer and made 
baskets when he got through laying 
the crops by -- he made some of the 
prettiest baskets. He’d take them to 
town on Saturday and sell them and 
bring home something special for us 
for supper. 

““He made fish baskets and 
baskets with handles. He made them 
$0 good they’d hold shelled corn. I 
remember Mama would lay the 
bottoms of the baskets and turn the 
splits up and Daddy would go around 
them with the little ribbed things 
(splits) and run them up and let them 
lay up for several days and dry, and 
take and cut the ribs or splits off and 
then rim the baskets. My mama and 
daddy worked hard.”’ 

Oh, I know they did! These 
precious old-timers -- they’ve done 
things and seen things which would 
break us -- this younger generation. 
Heart-wrenching, isn’t it? 

Mr. Willie farmed all his life 
and sawmilled also. 

Mr. and Mrs. Smith are the 
parents of six children. They are: 

Merle Story, who resides in 
Nashville, Tenn., with her husband 
Gene, a Nashville native. Merle is 
the manager of a Kroger store and 
Gene is a sawmill worker, They are 
the parents of three children and one 
grandchild. 

Willie Earl lives in New Brockton 
with his wife, the former Betty Sue 
Sims, a native of New Brockton. He 
is a security guard at TAC I and 
Betty Sue is employed with 
Kleinert’s, They have two children. 

Sue Purvis resides in Enterprise 
with her husband Earl, an Elba 
native, Sue is a homemaker and Earl 
installs carpet. They are the parents 
of one child. 

Dianne resides in Enterprise 
where she is manager of the Half 
Price Store there, 

Donald G. lives in Brantley. He 
works with the Elba Country Club 
and Patricia is employed with 
Kleinert’s, She is the mother of two 
children. 

Dock is married to the former 
Rhonda McKenzie, a native of the 
Goodman Community. They reside 
in Elba where Dock is employed with 
Dorsey’s and Rhonda works at 
Kleinert's. They have one child and 
Rhonda has two children from a 
previous marriage. 

Counting the above gives the 
Smith’s 11 ‘grands’’ and two great- 
grandchildren, who lovingly call 
them ‘‘Paw’’ and ‘‘Maw,’? 

Miss Dixie tells us that ‘‘blue 
would probably be Willie’s favorite 
color;’’ his favorite flower would be 
“roses -- loves roses.

His hobby - ‘checkers -- he really 
enjoys playing checkers. And he 
used to go night-hunting - you know, 
for "possum and squirrels. He'd 
rather garden than anything! He 
loves that!"’ 

His church affiliation is Wise Mill 
Assembly of God, and Miss Dixie 
told us, ‘tHe really likes the church 
and loves to go there.” 

About the nursing home Miss 
Dixie said, ‘*He really likes it.

Before we meet Mr. Willie, as 
seen through the eyes of love and 
devotion of his wife, Dixie, let’s have 
our short history lesson on the month 
of February. 

February is the second month of 
the year and the shortest. According 
tolegehd, Romulus did not include it 
when he made the first Roman 


calendar, which had only ten 
months. Numa Pompilius, who 
followed Romulus, added two 


months, making February the last 
month of the year. Its. name, 
‘‘Februarius,’’ came from a Latin 
word meaning ‘‘to purify.”’ 

The Romans purified themselves 
in February to prepare for festivals 
at the start of the new year. But 
Julius Caesar moved the beginning 
of the year from March to January, 
making February the second month. 


February usually has 28 days, but 
it has one extra day in every leap 
year.

Caesar took one day 
off to add to the month named after 
him - July. The emperor Augustus 
took another day off to add to 
August, the month named after him. 

People in Christian countries 
celebrate Valentine’s Day on Feb.

The custom of exchanging greetings 
on Valentine’s Day goes back 
hundreds of years. Scholars have 
found records of Valentine notes that 
date from as early as the Middle 
Ages.

husband Bennie is deceased; Annie 
Pearl Money, a resident of Plant 
City, Fla., whose husband Slim is 
deceased; Cecil Eugene, who resides 
in Plant City with his wife Fannie; 
Agnes Spears, who lives in Lake- 
land, Fla., with her husband Fred; 
Ollie Kyser, deceased, who, until her 
death, resided in Enterprise with her 
late husband, Walt; and Cara Lee, 
who died in childhood.

Willie Earl lives in New Brockton 
with his wife, the former Betty Sue 
Sims, a native of New Brockton. He 
is a security guard at TAC I and 
Betty Sue is employed with 
Kleinert’s, They have two children. 

Sue Purvis resides in Enterprise 
with her husband Earl, an Elba 
native, Sue is a homemaker and Earl 
installs carpet. They are the parents 
of one child. 

Dianne resides in Enterprise 
where she is manager of the Half 
Price Store there, 

Donald G. lives in Brantley. He 
works with the Elba Country Club 
and Patricia is employed with 
Kleinert’s, She is the mother of two 
children. 

Dock is married to the former 
Rhonda McKenzie, a native of the 
Goodman Community. They reside 
in Elba where Dock is employed with 
Dorsey’s and Rhonda works at 
Kleinert's. They have one child and 
Rhonda has two children from a 
previous marriage.

his favorite food: ‘‘He loves catfish, 
but really most anything to eat, he 
loves it;’’ she said, laughing. 

His hobby - ‘checkers -- he really 
enjoys playing checkers. And he 
used to go night-hunting - you know, 
for "possum and squirrels. He'd 
rather garden than anything! He 
loves that!"’ 

His church affiliation is Wise Mill 
Assembly of God, and Miss Dixie 
told us, ‘tHe really likes the church 
and loves to go there.”

Former Elba policeman asks council for cause 


The Elba City Council meeting 
Monday evening was unusually long 
for this administration, but an hour 
and forty five minutes of it were 
spent in executive session concern- 
ing a request from a former police 
officer, 

The meeting opened routinely 
with prayer, reading of the minutes 
of the last meeting and a report 
from Police Chief John White that 
matters in his department had been 
routine. However, former police 
Officer Michael Patrick, who 
resigned several days ago, then 
addressed the council and said he 
wanted to know just why Chief White 
had asked him to resign. 

Mayor Bob English asked White 
if he wanted to address that question 
in open meeting or would he prefer 
the council go into executive session, 
White stated it would be better if the 
matter were addressed in executive 
session; and five minutes into the 
council meeting the council went into 
executive session. This is allowed in 
Alabama law when ‘the good name 
or character of a person may be 
discussed.” 

All five council members were 
present at the meeting and the local 
citizens attending were the largest in 
number of any recent meeting. A 
number of these were present 
because of their interest in this 
police matter. After the council 
members had been in their private 
session for about 20 minutes, they 
called Mr. Patrick into the closed 
room, Following his time in the 
room, seven or eight other local 
citizens were called into the execu- 
tive session after they expressed a 


, 


desire to testify in the matter, 

The council came out of their 
executive session at 6:50 with the 
mayor announcing the council had 
voted unanimously to accept Chief 
White’s recommendation that the 
city accept the resignation of Patrick. 
Later they made the motion and took 
the vote in open session when it was 
pointed out to them that no actions 
can be taken in these executive 


sessions. Again the vote was 
unanimous, 
The Elba Rescue Squad 


committee on the proposal to reno- 
vate the former Gunter Dunn build- 
ing was present with their report on 
the estimated cost of renovating the 
building for their use. According to 
spokesman Ricky Carlisle, the part of 
the building they would be using 
would amount to about two-thirds of 
the facility and the cost of getting 
this ready for use would be about 
$20,000. It would also include some 


cosmetic improvements on the 
outside of the balance of the 
building. 


Included in this would be a new 
roof, using a slanted roof, rather 
than the present flat roof, new 
ceiling and a 5-ton air conditioner. 
Carlisle noted some of the materials 
could be purchased at cost from a 
local building supply and that other 
area building professionals had 
offered their services; therefore the 
cost was being kept down. He 
responded to a council member 
however that these were not absolute 
figures and he couldn’t promise that 
the cost would not run higher, once 
renovation was underway. 

Mayor English announced that

Commission takes no action on request to 


allow health dept. to impose fees for services 


The Coffee County Commission 
met in regular session on Monday, 
Feb. 22, at the courthouse in Elba 
and tabled a. request from Coffee 
County Health Dept. director 
Kenneth Ball that the commission 
sponsor legislation authorizing the 
health department to begin charging 
fees for certain services offered by 
the department. 

Ball informed the commission 
that 22 counties in the state currently 
charged for various services offered 
by county health departments and 
passed around a proposed piece of 
legislation that he requested the 
commission approve and send on to 
the state for passage into law. 

“This legislation will give the 
county health department the 
authority to impose fees if additional 
funds are needed,’ stated Ball, 
‘and with the skyrocketing costs of 
administering vaccines and the 
possibility of AIDS testing in the 
very near future, it is likely that 
funding for the department will be 
badly needed. 

“Health department nurses 
administer 85 percent of the vaccines 
in the county and average seeing 100 
patients per day, which is costly. If 
the legislation is passed the county 
commission will have the authority to 
approve or disapprove any fees that 
are recommended, which gives the 
commission the final say on what will 
be charged and what services will 
carry a fee.’’

Commissioner Damascus 
Crittenden also voiced opposition to 
the proposal and declared, ‘‘I think if 
a fee system is imposed it will hurt 
the entire department. To receive 
the services at no charge, residents 
will have to provide information they: 
might consider private, and many of 
those who would be eligible for free 
services wouldn’t even sign up.’’ 

Ball stated that the department 
would provide free and discounted 
Services to those in need and 
reported that federal guidelines were 
already in place, then said, ‘‘It states 
in the legislation that no citizen shall 
be denied any service because of the 
person’s inability to pay.’’

Inmate recaptured Tuesday after 


overpowering matron at county jail 


A minimum security inmate who 
escaped from the Coffee County Jail 
in Elba early Tuesday morning, Feb. 
23, was recaptured at approximately 
8:30 a.m, Tuesday after track dogs 
from Troy led a search party to the 
home of the fugitive’s father in 
Ozark. 

Coffee County Chief Deputy Tom 
Weeks reported that John Andrew 
Warren, age 31, of Enterprise, 
escaped from the county jail at 
approximately 3:30 a.m. after over- 
powering jail matron Rebecca 
Whigham Sasser, Warren 
apparently entered the front of the 
jail in the early hours Tuesday 
morning and asked Sasser for 


medicine after complaining he could 
not go to sleep. 

Sasser, who as a minimum 
Security prisoner, was housed 
downstairs, then reportedly grabbed 
the matron and held a sharp object to 
her neck, forcing her to accompany 
him from the jail and taking her car, 

Sasser was released at approxi- 
mately 6 a.m. near the Dale County - 
Barbour County line, and Warren 
later abandoned the vehicle five 
miles north of Ariton. Dogs were 
called in to aid in the search for the 
escapee and the dogs led authorities 
to the home of Warren's father, 
where the escapee was found hiding.

The tax dollars are 
what keep the department open and 
then to charge those who have 
already paid the taxes just doesn’t 
seem fair.’’ 

Commissioner Bill Faulk was the 
only commissioner who sided with 
Ball, and declared, ‘‘While I don’t 
like the idea of fees for services, Ido 
realize similar systems are working 
in other counties, and we may have 
to do something like it some day, I 
would like for the proposed legisla- 
tion to ‘be acted on by us so no 
current services will be affected.’’ 

Commissioner Billy Eagerton 
took no stand on the matter, but 
suggested that the entire matter be 
tabled to give the commissioners 
time to look into the proposal further 
and to discuss the plan with the 
county’s legislators. The commission 
agreed with the idea to table the 
proposal and apparently will discuss 
it at a future meeting. 

The bi-monthly meeting began at 
9 a.m. and after routine approval of 
the minutes, the commission 
adopted a motion that would change 
the procedure involving letting of 
bids by the county. 

Commissioner Billy Eagerton 
told county engineer Mark Pool that 
several county businesses had 
expressed displeasure with not being 
asked to submit a bid on herbicide, 
and Eagerton told the engineer that 
something needed to be done to 
make sure that in future bidding all 
local businesses are notified. 

The commission agreed that such 
a problem was one that could be 
avoided and voted to make it policy 
that whenever bids are mailed out a 
copy of those being asked to bid will 
be sent to each commissioner so that 
additional potential bidders may be 
added, 

In other action concerning the 
health department, the commission 
voted to accept an offer from the 
Industrial Board of Enterprise to 
give the commission 30 acres of land

off Highway 167 for use as a new 
health department facility for the 
Enterprise division of the county. , 

Commissioner Sid Averett told. 
the commissioners that the only 
requirement of the county was that 
the commission install sewer lines 
from the National Guard Armory on 
Hwy 167 to the site of the 30 acres. 

Commissioner Jimmy Bryan told 
his colleagues that ‘‘Nothing is free, 
especially when $60,000 will be the 
cost of installing the pipe,’’ and 
again stated that the county already 
owns land at the complex in New 
Brockton that could be used for the 
site of the department. 

The commission discussed the 
offer and then accepted the offer, 
with the stipulation concerning the 
installation of sewer pipes, by a vote 
of 5-2, with commissioners Bryan 
and Stevens voting against the 
motion, 


In other action at 
meeting, the commission: 
***ayreed to hold public hearings at 
the next two county commission 
meetings to discuss the grant appli- 
cation filed by the county for 
extension and installation of rural 
water lines; 

***passed a resolution accepting a 
$6,000 grant to be used to inventory 
existing water lines in the county and 
to identify possible growth areas; 
***heard the county engineer report 
that private road signs were still up 
on a public road near the Woodland 
Grove Community; 
“**agreed to send out invitations to 
bid on fuel, steel pilings and cold mix 
for the engineering department; 
***was informed that power poles 
had been moved on the Bird Mill 
Loop, near New Brockton, and work 
would begin this week on a bridge 
that has been closed for several 
months; 
***approved a request by the county 
engineer that county forces widen 
the entrance to a dirt road near 
Enterprise to allow heavy trucks to 
bypass a residential area; 
***was informed by commission 
clerk Brunease Winston that any 
county employee working over 30 
hours per week on a regular basis 
would have to be deemed a perma- 
nent employee and would be able to 
receive county benefits; 
***heard Commissioner Crittenden 
report that at a recent meeting in 
Auburn it was urged that all county 
commissions support the ‘Home 
Rule’? legislation; 
***approved a request to purchase a 
heating system and fans for the 
multi-purpose building at the Farm 
Center in New Brockton; and 
***was reminded of an upcoming 
tour of the Farley Nuclear Facility.
